Radio Signals ! Severe Bends For 
Spur Hunt For Marin Skin Diver 
Missing Ship 


HALIFAX, N. S. UR— F ain t; 
radio 
signals 
spurred 
the 
search today for the Danish 
ship 
Hans 
Hedtoft, 
missing 
witlr 95 persons since ft hit; 
an iceberg Friday in heavy 
seas off Greenland. 


The weak signals were be­ 
lieved to be from a lifeboat 
of the 2,785-ton Hedtoft. There 
had been no trace of the ship 
or survivors since she hit the 
ice. 
The signals were heard by 
two Danish radio stations on 
the Greenland coast and the 
Danish 
motorship 
Umanak, 
which had swung off its Green- 
land-Denmark run yesterday to 
join the search. 


The first signals were heard 
about 5 p.m. and then again 
between 10 and 11 p.m. 


SIGNALS WEAK 
The Umanak’s radioman said 
the signals were sent by an un­ 
trained operator and were very 
weak and irregularly spaced. 
He said it appeared the sender 
was trying to transm it distress 
signals or a homing beacon. 


The Umanak at the time was 
60 miles west of Greenland’s 
Cape Farewell, and the signals 
apparently came from a po­ 
sition 
southwest 
of 
there. 
Greenland experts in Copen­ 
hagen said it would have been 
possible for the Hedtoft’s life­ 
boats to have drifted that far 
west. 


BAD WEATHER 
Continuing bad weather re­ 
duced the air search to one 
Canadian air force plane. 
A search 
plane yesterday 
reported it had spotted what 
could have been an overturned 
lifeboat near the Hedtoft’s last 
reported position in the north 
Atlantic. 
It was described as 
a double-ended craft with a 
lengthwise black stripe. 
But 
the Royal* Greenland Trading 
Department said the missing 
ship’s lifeboats were all made 
of aluminum and were un­ 
painted.

Everybody rightfully gets el­ 
oquent over our freedoms of 
speech and religion, but few do 
so over the right of contract. 
“Contract” suggests a stuffy 
document full of "whereases.” 
Yet every Californian has 
made hundreds of contracts; he 
buys groceries, hires a baby 
sitter, subscribes to a paper. 
All are contracts. 
WHAT IT IS 
A contract is merely an en­ 
forceable agreement between 
two or more parties to do or 
not to do something. 
Most contracts are not in 
writing. When you tell the gas­ 
oline station attetndant to "fill I 
’er up ” you’ve made vourself 
a binding contract to pay for 
the gas. 
But some contracts by state 
law must be in writing, for in­ 
stance contracts to sell land, 
or a car. 
HARD TO PROVE 
Even if the law does not call 
for a given contract to be writ­ 
ten, it is prudent to write out 
the terms. Word of mouth con­ 
tracts are hard to prove, easy 
to forget, and make for misun­ 
derstandings and hard feelings. 
Remember in writing a con­ 
tract to put it all in writing, 
every promise or provision. 
Don’t be led astray by such 
remarks as "W’e don’t have to 
put that in, it’s understood 
anyway.” 
IS IT WRITTEN? 
If you have to sue. the court 
will look only at written words, 
and only in rare cases will it 
allow you to prove that import­ 
ant provision by evidence out­ 
side the document. 
Don’t sign a blank contract. 
See that all its terms and re­ 
quirements are fully 


on the other person’s say-so. 
Above all, don’t let anybody 
rush you or say that you don’t 
need to read what you are sign­ 
ing. Nobody can do much for 
you after you’ve signed. But 
your lawyer can help you avoid 
trouble. Consult him always be­ 
fore you sign an important 
paper.

Giants Will Play Last 17 Home 


Games In New Candlestick Park 


Do not be surprised if the S.F. Giants 
are nicely settled in their new ball park 
before August 1, 1959. 
I have it on good authority that the 
plan now before the Stoneham clan is 
to play the last 17 games of the home 
stay at Candlestick Point, or whatever 
they decide to call the new park 
As I gather the “pitch,” it is purely 
a business twist. The Giant group is 
free and clear of Seals Stadium the day 
they move out of the diggings. 
They have no lease. They pay 
only when they play there. 
Which brings us up to the 
fact that if the last 17 games 
of the season are played in 
the new ball park, I’ll wager 
12 of those games are played 
to sellout crowds. 
Selling out 12 games in a 
park that seats 45,000 would 
mean a neat 765,000 fans. And 
add to that what the Giants 
will draw at home before Aug­ 
ust 1 and you can easily see 
why it isn’t any great shucks 
for the S. F. club to wheel in 
more than a million and a half 
paid customers in 1959.

Nearly 100 army officers, 
bankers, lawyers, university 
professors and others formed 
the new party, called Spanish 
Union— unio espanola— at a 
banquet Thursday in a Ma­ 
drid hotel. 


Speakers included Joaquin 
Satrustegui Fernandez, a liberal 
Monarchist and member of a 
wealthy family of Basque in- 
trialists and Enrique Tierno 
Galvan, professor of political 
law at Salamanca University 
and head of a group of liberal 
Republicans. 
Satrustegui 
in 
a 
strong 
speech said Franco had seized 
power illegally and kept his 
regime in office by force. 
He 
criticized 
the 
government’s 
economic policy, saying it was 
“without present or future.” 
A manifesto circulated by 
the party declared: 


“Spain has just awakened 
to her tremendous reality, 
and fiction begins to fall 
with all the weight of its 
coarse and grotesque frame­ 
work. We believe that what 
has been said through Sa­ 
trustegui is not an opinion 
but the full conscience of a 
nation clamoring painfully.” 


The Spanish Union includes 
elements opposed to the re­ 
gime ranging from the extreme 
right to the left. 
But four 
non-Communist groups so far 
are not participating: the So­ 
cialists, Anarchists, left wing 
Christian Democrats headed by

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Dredging Of Raccoon Strait 
Would Be Dangerous Error 


At a time when there is much need 
for funds at all levels of government, it 
is foolhardy for any one of them to 
expend money needlessly. 
It is even worse when, in so doing, 
the government will jeopardize not only 
the pleasure, but the safety of a large 
number of its citizens. 
Yet that is about to happen. The 
federal government, through its Army 
Corps of Engineers, is planning to 
dredge Raccoon Strait, between Tibu­ 
rón and Angel Island, so as to make it 
a passageway for oil tankers and other 
ocean-going vessels. 
We don’t know how this came about. 
Certainly there has been no public hear­ 
ings on it. We understand it was re­ 
quested during the war— 15 years ago. 
No one who knows the extensive and 
constant use to which the strait is put by 
fishermen and small boat owners would 
% 
consider such an action. In the narrow 
channel, with its swift currents, an 
ocean-going 
vessel 
would 
have 
no 
chance to maneuver, even in good wea­ 
ther, among the literally hundreds of 
boats which use the area. In a fog it’s 
impossible. 


In addition, this body of water is the 


only access to Angel Island State Park, 
an outing area yet in its infancy. Boats 
and ferries will be carrying hundreds 
of picnickers and vacationists across the 
path of an oil barge or freighter. 
One 
accident could more than wipe out any 
possible advantage the shippers might 
enjoy. 
If there was no alternative, a better 
case might be made for the dredging. 
But there is adequate channel and space 
on the east side of the island, the side 
where ships have been passing for 
years. There is room to maneuver there 
and few small boats to complicate navi­ 
gation. 
The Corps of Engineers has done 
much, and we’re sure will do much 
more, for small boating in this area. We 
can’t imagine that they would knowing­ 
ly create such a hazardous situation for 
the small boater and fisherman. 
Per­ 
haps, then, they are following orders 
from Washington, where the real facts 
might not be known. 
We emphatically suggest to the Engi­ 
neers that any start of dredging be de­ 
layed until a second look can be taken 
at the project. We’re sure if a second 
look is taken, that the dredging orders 
will be cancelled.

The Salk vaccine has proved itself 
effective against infantile paralysis, but 
polio isn’t licked yet. 
Less than half the people of the na­ 
tion have been innoculated with the 
preventive vaccine. Much remains to 
be done (and March of Dimes funds 
will be needed to do it) before the entire 
population of the nation is protected as 
completely as the present vaccine per­ 
mits. 
Then there is the matter of those for 
whom the new vaccine was not per­ 
fected in time — those who suffered 
crippling paralysis. 
New surgical and rehabilitation tech­ 
niques can do much to alleviate handi­ 
caps. Further research can bring more 
ways to make even more help possible.

Why Zoning Battle 
Must Be Refought 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
It is unnecessary to repeat 
here the advantages of living 
in Marin County. Similarly 
Mrs. Lorayne Holtz’s eloquent 
cry from the heart (I-J Jan. 
23) at the entry of extraneous 
forces which threaten her way 
of life, is equally understand­ 
able. But it is equally unrealis­ 
tic. 
America in general, a n d 
California in particular is un­ 
dergoing a dynamic populace 
increase which forecasts 25 
million people in this state by 
1975. These people are more 
than just a statistic. They will 
have to be fed and housed, 
and many also will have their 
dreams, which wrill be remark­ 
ably similar to those which 
originally activated “The old­ 
er, well established residents” 
to move to Marin County. 
In a socialistic economy, in­ 
creasing population is taken 
care of by government decree. 
The required n u m b e r of 
houses and apartments is de­ 
termined and then a national 
master-plan is set up for their 
location and density, with lit­ 
tle regard to the wishes of ex­ 
isting communities. This is 
the only alternative to a free 
enterprise economy which, up 
to now, has supplied Americas 
housing needs 
With no control this system 
could wrell be described as 
“brazen business f o r c e s in 
league wuth avaricious sellers 
of property.” But when the 
developer, acting himself un­ 


der enlightened self interest, 
is controlled r a t h e r t h a n 
scorned by the community, he 
is vital to our system. 
What has failed in Marin 
County is the control. The ori­ 
ginal zoning ordinances of the 
county and its cities were 
more suitable for an agricul­ 
tural county than what eventu­ 
ally will become part of an 
urban complex. 


What is now needed is a 
planned increase in available 
land use by allowing much 
higher land density in certain 
areas to absorb the increase 
in population. At the same 
time “green belts” and state 
parks preserve some areas in 
their natural state. 


The present zoning ordin­ 
ances will spread the popula­ 
tion uniformly throughout the 
area, so that it has an amorph­ 
ous characterless quality of 
neither town or country. 


Recent zoning ordinances 
have also all been in the direc­ 
tion of further reducing dens­ 
ity. Minimum lot sizes are be­ 
ing continually r a i s e d , set 
back requirement, free areas, 
right of ways for roads, nark­ 
ing spaces and sizes required 
are all being raised. And the 
relative small proportion of 
land zoned for multiple unit 
development, wrhieh c o u l d 
serve as the nucleus for high­ 
er density development, is fur­ 
ther whittled away by con­ 
stant raising of the number of 
square feet of lot area de­ 
manded for each apartment. 


In other words, at a time 
when the county has increas­ 
ing pressure to take in more 
people, zoning is used as a 
weapon to freeze existing land 
use and so make even less the 
number of people that could 
come in. 
To make of zoning a barrier 
instead of a control, is a dis­ 
tortion of planning. Ideal zon­ 
ing does two things. It strikes 
a fair balance between the de­ 
sires of the existing inhabit­ 
ants and the needs of “out­ 
siders” who wish to move in. 
It controls the resultant de­ 
velopments by d e m a n d i n g

The other day at the Na­ 
tional Press Club, President 
Eisenhower said that he could 
“name eight or ten qualified” 
men whom he would cordially 
support for the 1960 Repub­ 
lican Presidential nomination. 
This produced a resonant 
buzz of speculation: who are 
they? 
Tljis speculation can now be 
brought to an end. 
Should 
Eisenhower 
ever 
transfer from his mind to a 
piece of paper the names of 
the eight or ten potential Re­ 
publican candidates whom he 
would gladly support, I will 
risk saying that it would read 
as follows: 


VICE PRESIDENT Richard 
M. Nixon whom the President 
has given special opportun­ 
ities to equip himself for larg­ 
er service. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York who has served 
the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion in three important capac­ 
ities — as chairman of a study 
group of government re-or­ 
ganization, as assistant to the 
President coordinating cold- 
wrar activities, and as under 
secretary of health, education 
and welfare. 
Robert B. Anderson, former 
secretary of the navy, former 
deputy secretary of defense 
and presently Secretary of the 
Treasury, in which post he is 
one of Eisenhower’s closest 
and most respected advisers. 
Neil H. McElroy, secretary 
of defense almost from the 
day Moscow put its first Sput­ 
nik into orbit; earlier, chair­ 
man of the White House Con­ 
ference on 
Education and 
formerly president of Proctor 
and Gamble. 


AMBASSADOR Henry Ca 
bot Lodge, former senator 
from Massachusetts, chief U.S. 
representative to the U.N. and 
as such a functioning member 
of the Eisenhower Cabinet. 


Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, 
president of the American Na­ 
tional Red Cross; successor to 
Gen. Eisenhower as supreme 
commander of NATO and one 
of his closest war-time aides; 
a military man with a civil­ 
ian’s grasp of civilian affairs. 


James P. Mitchell, one of 
the most widely respected sec­ 
retaries of labor in the past 
quarter-century. 
C. Douglas Dillon, under­ 
secretary of state for eco­ 
nomic affairs, formerly am­ 
bassador to France, an ex-in­ 
vestment banker from New 
York and one of the top tal­ 
ents in Washington today. 
There, I feel sure, is the 
list of eight. If you think that 
others should reasonably be 
on the list, then I believe it 
accurate to say thq^t y o u r 
thinking differs from that of 
the President. 
It stems, of course, from 
E i s e n h o w e r ’s acquaint­ 
ance and reflects primarily 
personal 
qualification, 
n o t 
political strength. 


IF ONE WERE to narrow 
the list and combine factors 
of qualification and political 
strength, I suspect the Presi­ 
dent would very likely name 
four in this order: N i x o n , 
Rockefeller, Anderson, a n d 
McElroy. 
However, if you confined 
the criterion to demonstrated 
ability as Eisenhower has seen 
it at work, it would not be sur­ 
prising if Eisenhower should 
alter the order to make it 
read Anderson, McElroy, Nix­ 
on, and Rockefeller.

San Anselmo 
Traffic Deaths 
In 3 Years: 0 


San Anselmo completed its 
third year without a traffic fa­ 
tality, according to a summary 
of 1958 traffic accidents re­ 
leased today by Police Chief 
Donald T. Wood. 
Last year there were 253 
traffic accidents on San Ansel­ 
mo streets, only one more ac­ 
cident than the previous year. 
Thirty-five persons riding in 
motor vehicles were injured 
last year, 10 pedestrians were 
injured and twro bicyclists were 
injured, according to the re­ 
port prepared by Officer James 
A. Farmer. 
AGES OF INJURED 
Of the 47 injured, 20 .were 
aged 20 or under. 
Of the 455 
drivers involved in accidents, 
79 wer$ in the 16 to 20 year 
age bracket, the largest num ­ 
ber in any five-year range. 
However, 
the police 
depart­ 
ment had no record of the ages 
of 108 drivers. 
Of the drivers involved in ac­ 
cidents, 314 were men and 130 
were women. 
Less than half 
the drivers were San Anselmo 
residents. 
Accidents in r e s i d e n t i a l 
areas totalled .133, while busi­

INCOME 
TA FACTS 
New Rules Apply To 
Reimbursed Expenses 


By PETER J. WIKEL, CPA 
Reimbursed expenses have 
been a hot potato. Since 1951 
the law. the regulations and the 
instructions have said that we 
must include the reimburse- 
m e n t in in­ 
come and then 
deduct the ac­ 
tual expenses, 
but not more 
than the reim­ 
bursement, to 
arrive at our 
reportable in­ 
come. 
N o w 
we 
have new reg- 
& ulations. 
Peter J. Wikel 
empi0yee 
who is required to account, and 
who does account, to his em­ 
ployer for his business ex­ 
penses will not be required to 
report such expenses on his tax 
return, either detailed or in 
total amount. Any allowance to 
the employee in excess of his 
expenses must be included in 
his return. 
An employee who is not re­ 
quired to account to his em­ 
ployer (or even though requir­ 
ed, does not account) must re­ 
port on his return the total 
amounts of expenses for travel, 
transportation, 
entertainment 
and other purposes which he 
incurs under a reimbursement 
or other arrangement with his 
employer. 
One important change in the 


final regulations is a clarifica­ 
tion of the rules in cases where 
the employee’s reimbursement 
is less than the amount of his 
business expenses and he wish- 
es to claim a deduction for the 
excess. In such cases, the em­ 
ployee must furnish a state­ 
ment showing the total advanc­ 
es, reimbursements, or charges 
and the total of his business ex­ 
penses—broken down into tra­ 
vel, transportation, entertain, 
ment and other. 


Under the new regulations 
an employee who is required to 
account to his employer for his 
expenses and does so account, 
will not ordinarily be called up­ 
on to substantiate expense ac­ 
count information unless: 


1. His expenses exceed the 
total of the amounts charged to 
his employer and he claims a 
deduction on his 
return 
for 
such excess. 


2. He is related to his em­ 
ployer or is employed by a 
company in which he or his 
family owns more than 50 per 
cent of the stock. 


3. It is determined that the 
procedures used by the employ­ 
er in accounting for these ex­ 
penses are not adequate. 


You should use form 2106 
available at the nearest office 
of the Internal Revenue Service 
in reporting reimbursed ex­ 
penses.

The settlement e n d e d a 
strike by the musicians, who 
were ordered to stop work at 
midnight Saturday when the 
old contract expired. No pro­ 
grams were affected. 
The new contract gives staff

a

payment for shows that are 
rerun. The networks may re­ 
duce their staffs in some cities 
under the terms. 
The networks involved are 
the American Broadcasting Co., 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
and National Broadcasting Co. 
Staff musicians will not get 
a pay increase until Feb. 1, 
1961, when their salaries go up 
10 per cent. 
The minimum pay for net­ 
work staff musicians working 
on commercial radio and tele­ 
vision shows in New York is
